GB 751,060 shows a globe valve having a 
body 1, an eccentric cage 6 having rounded cross members 18 and 
bevelled faces 18, either of which read on the recitations of "angled". GB 
751 ,060 includes a plug 7 for closing the valve and has a chamber 
between the body and cage which is narrower opposite the outlet. The 
portion of the cage 6 opposite the outlet in Figure 5, for example, is read 
as triangular.
